Conservative Greg Hands 
managed to hold his Chelsea 
and Fulham seat as other 
parts of West London saw 
voters turn out on mass to 
vote Labour. 

Although he retained a 
comfortable majority of 8,188, 
Mr Hands lost votes to 
Labour challenger Alan 
De-Ath, who increased his 
party’s share by 10.1 per 
cent. 

But Conservative celebra¬ 
tions at the count were over¬ 
shadowed by Andy 
Slaughter’s victory in the 
Hammersmith constituency, 
where he increased Labour’s 
majority by 13.9 per cent. 

Labour supporters at the 
count were jubilant as news 
of the exit poll spread and it 
became clear their party had 
outperformed predictions 


nationally. 

In the final result, Mr Slaugh¬ 
ter beat his closest rival, Con¬ 
servative Charlie Dewhirst, 
by nearly 20,000 votes. 

The constituency saw a mas¬ 
sive turnout of 71.8 per cent, 
up from 66.4 per cent in 2015. 

This mirrored a nation¬ 
wide trend which saw 
turnout reach its highest 
level since 1997, with indica¬ 
tions suggesting young vot¬ 
ers were responsible for 
much of the increased sup¬ 
port for Labour. 

Both constituencies also 
saw the Lib Dem candidates 
increase their share of 
the vote in what was a disap¬ 
pointing night for the Con¬ 
servatives in London. 

Labour continued their 
strong performance in neigh¬ 
bouring Kensington with a 
shock victory in the Conser¬ 
vative stronghold. 

In one of the biggest sur¬ 
prises of the night Emma 


Dent Coad beat Lady Victoria 
Borwick with a margin of 
just 20 votes. 

The result was the last to 
be declared at just before 9pm 
on Friday, almost 24 hours 
after polling closed, following 
three recounts. 

There was a carnival at¬ 
mosphere outside the count 
as Ms Dent Coad’s grassroots 
supporters chanted “Tories 
out” and played music in cel¬ 
ebration. 

Lady Borwick had sup¬ 
ported Brexit while her con¬ 
stituency voted 69 per cent 
for remain in the EU referen¬ 
dum. 

But Ms Dent Coad, who has 
represented the Golborne 
ward as a councillor since 
2006, stressed the election 
“was not all about 
Brexit” and pledged to tackle 
inequality in Kensington.

Conservative Greg Hands 
retained the safe Tory seat of 
Chelsea & Fulham with a 
decreased majority on Thursday 
night. 

Mr Hands gained 52.6 per cent 
of the vote ahead of Labour’s 
Alan De’Ath who took second 
place. 


The Conservative candidate’s 
vote share fell by 10.3 per cent 
with both the Labour and Liberal 
Democrat candidates increasing 
their votes on the 2015 election. 

Alan De’Ath achieved a swing 
of 10.1 per cent, while Louise 
Rowntree increased the Liberal 
Democrat share by 5.8 per cent. 

In his acceptance speech Mr 
Hands said: “These elections 
were held against a backdrop of 
two major terror attacks but we 
have persevered with our demo¬ 


cratic processes and made sure 
that democracy is the winner 
tonight. We will never be defeat¬ 
ed or cowed by terrorism in this 
country. 

“I will be carrying on fighting 
for all the most important issues 
in this constituency - against 
Heathrow expansion, for our 
local hospitals, for greater choice 
and better schools, for more jobs 
and for lower taxes.” 

The Labour, Lib Dem and 
Green candidates all spoke of 


their opposition to a hard Brexit 
following the results. 

Lib Dem candidate Louise 
Rowntree said: “I am so proud of 
what the Liberal Democrats 
have achieved in Chelsea and 
Fulham. We started our cam¬ 
paign nine months ago with 
nothing from scratch. We did this 
because we felt that someone 
needed to stand up against this 
government’s hard Brexit and 
that we needed a strong 
opposition.” 


Labour’s Emma Dent Coad 
declared the election “was 
not all about Brexit” as she 
snatched the Conservative 
stronghold of Kensington. 

She beat Conservative 
candidate Lady Victoria 
Borwick by just 20 votes 
following three recounts. 

Lady Borwick supported 
Brexit while Kensington 
voted 69 per cent for remain. 

But Ms Dent Coad said 
she had won her seat 
through grassroots cam¬ 
paigning on local issues. 

She continued: “The peo¬ 
ple of Kensington have spo¬ 
ken and they voted for 
someone they trust and who 
will give them a voice. 

“They voted for me 
because they know I care 
and I will speak out for 
them, as I have for the past 
11 years.” 


Ms Dent Coad, who has 
represented the Golborne 
ward as a councillor since 
2006, pledged to work to 
improve air quality, reduce 
traffic, make streets safer 
and address the housing cri¬ 
sis. 

She continued: “I will 
take Kensington’s issues 
and problems to Parliament 
to improve the appalling 
and unforgivable inequali¬ 
ties here. This constituency 
is a microcosm of every¬ 
thing that is wrong in this 
country after seven years of 
incompetent and uncaring 
coalition and Tory govern¬ 
ment. 

“I will do everything in 
my power for the next five 
years to make ‘One 
Kensington’ an example of 
the finest qualities of com¬ 
mon humanity, mutual 


respect for all our communi¬ 
ties and social justice.” 

In her speech after the 
result Lady Borwick said: “I 
congratulate all my fellow 
candidates. I think every¬ 
body here cares about 
Kensington, my home 
patch. 

“I’ve lived here all my life 
and I wish them every suc¬ 
cess. But please be assured, 
as far as I’m concerned 
tomorrow we start the fight 
back for Kensington and the 
Conservatives.” 

Lib Dem candidate 
Annabel Mullin congratu¬ 
lated Ms Dent Coad on a 
“phenomenal result”. 

Ms Mullin increased her 
party’s share of the vote by 
6.6 per cent and called for 
Ms Dent Coad to be “held 
accountable” over Brexit. 

Speaking after the result 


she said: “Emma has prom¬ 
ised Kensington that she 
will defy Labour’s mani¬ 
festo and defend freedom of 
movement and keep us in 
the single market. We must 
hold her to those pledges. 

“We must also hold her to 
account on the issues which 
matter in Kensington - air 
pollution, housing, educa¬ 
tion and security on a local 
and national level.” 

Outside the count there 
was a carnival atmosphere 
as grassroots supporters cel¬ 
ebrated Ms Dent Coad’s vic¬ 
tory. 

Edward Daffarn of 
Grenfell Action Group in 
North Kensington, said: 
“Emma is a breath of fresh 
air. She’s part of North 
Kensington and one of us 
and will fight for our 
community.”

“I’m very grateful for the strong and stable 
majority I have been granted by the people of 
Hammersmith and Fulham,” he said in his 
acceptance speech, prompting laughter from 
supporters. He said the election showed the 
country “simply did not want what Theresa 
May and her party were offering”. 

He continued: “This country did not want 


more pointless austerity. It did not want suffer¬ 
ing inflicted on everyone from children at 
schools facing budget cuts, through to pen¬ 
sioners facing a ‘dementia tax’ and their winter 
fuel tax being removed. I don’t think in my life¬ 
time I’ve seen a party and a leader misjudge a 
political situation so badly. I’m so grateful that 
in this very robust democracy we have, the 


people can disregard the press, disregard the 
polls and go out and make a sensible decision. 

“They have made the sensible decision to 
reject May and reject the Conservative Party 
and their destructive and divisive polices. I 
hope that whoever forms a government now 
will genuinely govern in the interests of all the 
people of this country.” 


Mr Slaughter reaffirmed his support for a 
strong relationship with Europe and called for 
the country to “stand together and be united”.

Large lorries will no longer be allowed to thunder down Hammersmith Grove 

Lorries and trucks are banned from street 


Large lorries and trucks have been 
banned from a residential road in 
Hammersmith after the council 
responded to concerns from 
residents over potential dangers. 

Signs have gone up at each end of 
Hammersmith Grove advising drivers 
of heavy goods vehicles (HGVs) they 
can no longer use the area as a cut- 
through. 


The ban is part of a suite of meas¬ 
ures to improve local safety following 
joint working between Hammersmith 
Grove Residents’ Association and 
Hammersmith & Fulham council. 

“We listened to our residents in 
Hammersmith Grove when they 
asked us for help and now we’re tak¬ 
ing action,” said Cllr Wesley Harcourt, 
cabinet member for environment, 


transport and residents’ services. 

“High volumes of traffic and HGVs 
have caused misery and concern for 
these residents for some time now, 
so we hope these new measures will 
help them feel safer about the roads 
near their homes.” 

Residents had campaigned for the 
large trucks to be banned from 
Hammersmith Grove. 


Residents had campaigned for the 
large trucks to be banned from the 
road, which many drivers use to cut 
through from the north of the borough 
to the south. The bulky size and wide 
turning circles of the trucks had 
caused residents to fear they might 
lead to an accident, with many 
motorists being directed down 
Hammersmith Grove by their satellite 


navigation systems. New bell bollards 
were recently installed at the junction 
with Trussley Road to prevent HGVs 
mounting the pavement when turning 
and new ‘raised entries’ will be 
installed at each end of 
Hammersmith Grove in the autumn. 

The council will be contacting sat- 
nav providers once the ban goes live 
to advise them to update their maps. 


New measures affecting licensing 
for landlords across 
Hammersmith and Fulham 
launched this month. 

The council introduced the 
measures to better protect tenants 
from rogue landlords, while also 
protecting honest landlords from 
badly-behaving tenants. 

The changes, which came into 
effect on Monday, June 5 could 
affect landlords of houses or flats 
shared by multiple tenants, or 
which are in roads where there are 
higher incidents of anti-social 
behaviour. 

The council wants to raise 
standards for licensed rental prop¬ 
erties to keep tenants safe and to 
reduce potential problems for 
neighbours. 

The council already operates a 
mandatory licensing scheme for 
properties which have three or 
more stories and are occupied by 
five or more people with at least 
two households. 

Licences have the backing of 
independent Hammersmith estate 
agent John Horton, founder of 
Horton and Garton, who believes 
that an overall improvement in 
standards will benefit everyone. 

“It’s important that landlords 
understand their responsibilities - 
and thankfully the majority 
are extremely responsible,” he 
said. 

“It’s also great news for local 
renters who now have more 
protection and can expect higher 
standards from landlords.”

Singing improves the quality of life 
for people living with Chronic 
Obstructive Pulmonary Disease 
(COPD), according to research 
published by the Sidney De Haan at 
the Research Centre for Arts and 
Health. 

There are currently about 1.2 mil¬ 
lion people in the UK living with 
COPD, a progressive lung disease 
that predominantly increases 
breathlessness and long-term 
inflammation of the airways. 

Over recent years there has been 
growing evidence that group 
singing is beneficial for people with 
chronic respiratory disease in help¬ 
ing to modify breathing patterns, 
reduce breathlessness, and 
improve quality of life 
and social and psychological 
well-being. 

The findings of the study, which 
observed singing groups for 
people living with COPD in 


London, further support the cen¬ 
tre’s previous research carried out 
in East Kent. Professor Stephen 
Clift, director of the Sidney De 
Haan Research Centre, said: 
“People with COPD find it difficult 
to breathe, and are also vulnerable 
to social isolation, anxiety 
and depression. 

“Regular group singing can help 
people to focus on their breathing 
in a positive way, improving man¬ 
agement of breathing difficulties. 

“Group singing is also 
supportive and fun, and people can 
have an enjoyable time. 

“More and more singing for 
breathing groups are starting 
across the country, and the NHS 
needs to seriously consider the idea 
of singing on prescription.” 

The launch of the study took 
place at the Royal Festival Hall as 
part of the Southbank Centre’s 
Chorus’ Festival in 2015 and COPD 


singing groups from around the 
country were invited to sing and 
find out more about the project. 

The project team, led by the 
Sidney De Hann Research Centre 
for Arts and Health in 
collaboration with academics from 
the University of Kent and the 
London School of Economics and 
Political Science, worked with GPs 
to recruit people with COPD to four 
singing groups, then carefully mon¬ 
itored the groups over the period of 
a year. 

The results concluded that 
regular singing has a positive 
impact on people with the serious 
and incurable lung condition.

Met Police 
volunteers are 
out in force 

Metropolitan Police Service 
(MPS) volunteers have been 
working together by sup¬ 
porting their policing col¬ 
leagues following the recent 
terrorist attack in London. 

Volunteers have been 
helping policing colleagues 
on the streets of London and 
in police stations in a vari¬ 
ety of roles. 

While some worked 
behind the front counters 
and fulfilled a number of 
roles behind the scenes, offi¬ 
cers from the Met’s 
Special Constabulary (MSC) 
went to the scenes to assist 
with first aid, cordons, reas¬ 
surance patrols and to offer 
assistance and advice to 
members of the public. 

In the Met, there are about 
2,600 Special Constables, 800 
Met Police Volunteers 
(MPV) and 5,000 Volunteer 
Police Cadets (VPC). 

Throughout last week’s 


National Volunteers’ Week 
and National Specials 
Weekend, Specials and 
Cadets assisted in the 
rehearsal for Trooping the 
Colour and 40 Specials 
passed out from Hendon 
training college. 

The MSC held recruitment 
events throughout the week 
to encourage members of the 
local community to join as a 
part of a strategic target of 
3,200 officers by 2020. 

Special Constabulary 
Chief Officer John Conway 
said: “On behalf of London 
and the Met Police, I would 
like to thank all of our vol¬ 
unteers for the vital help 
they gave the MPS at a time 
of heightened uncertainty. 

“They helped to enhance 
our service in a range of 
activities and gave their 
time freely to keep London 
safe.” 

On a day-to -day basis Met 
Police Volunteers regularly 
assist their colleagues in a 
wide range of roles by work¬ 
ing on front counters, watch¬ 
ing CCTV evidence, offering 
chaplaincy support and 
undertaking role play to sup¬ 
port training courses. 

Alison McWhinnie from 


the MPV, said: “I’ve been 
involved in many projects 
and events, including 
launching a counter-terror¬ 
ism video for an airline” 

The Metropolitan Police 
Cadet Programme (VPC) is a 
youth engagement and 
diversion programme sup¬ 
ported by the Met. 

It is for young people aged 
between 10 and 24-years-old 
and it gives them the chance 
to learn about policing 
skills, law and legislation, 
citizenship, and team build¬ 
ing activities.

Throughout National

London Wildlife Trust 


S pring heralds the start of the 
stag beetle season - when 
Britain’s biggest land bee¬ 
tles wake and emerge from 
tree stumps and logs across the 
capital. Despite stag beetles being 
globally endangered and extinct 
across much of Britain, the capi¬ 
tal remains a hotspot, and London 
Wildlife Trust is asking people to 
report their sightings and help 
researchers map their where¬ 
abouts. 

Male stag beetles sport fero¬ 
cious looking but harmless 
mandibles, the ‘antlers,’ which 
look as if they could give a serious 
pinch. 

In fact, they use these specially 
adapted mouthparts to wrestle 
other males, fighting for female 
attention. 

Almost 8cm in length and large 
enough to fill an adult’s palm, the 
males seem to prefer warm, sultry 
evenings an hour or two before 
dusk and were once known as 
thunder beetles, as they could be 
seen flying before storms. 

The females lack the large 


antlers and to 
stick to the 
ground, waiting 
for the males to fly 
to them. 

The decline in stag 
beetle numbers is 
attributed in part to the 
tidying up of parks, garden: 
and greenspaces and the removal 
of tree stumps and dead wood, 
without which the beetles 
have nowhere for their larvae to 
grow. 

They may also be destroyed in 
the mistaken belief they are pests. 

Many London parks now delib¬ 
erately leave tree stumps and 
large logs in place, providing a 
home for stag beetles and other 
wildlife. 

While stag beetles have been 
recorded in most London bor¬ 
oughs, they are most common in 
south London, including places 
such as Peckham Rye, Crystal 
Palace, Sydenham Hill Woods, 
Greenwich, Hither Green, and 
Morden Hall Park. 

Last year, London Wildlife 


Trust received 
nearly 1,000 
reports of stag 
beetles across 
the capital and is 
again asking 
Londoners to report 
their sightings. 
Mathew Frith, Director 
of Conservation at London 
Wildlife Trust, said: “The stag 
beetle is a plucky London sur¬ 
vivor and shows how nature and 
wildlife continues to live along¬ 
side us, even in the midst of a 
huge city. 

“Most people are amazed when 
they first see one of these stun¬ 
ning, super-sized beetles, espe¬ 
cially when they realise they are 
harmless to us and our homes. 

“If you do see one, please visit 
our website and let us know. By 
understanding where they live in 
London we will be able to ensure 
their survival.”

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Man dies after collision 


A man has died following a 
collision in Kensington, shortly 
after police officers signalled 
for a car to stop. 

At approximately 3.1 Oam on 
Saturday a car was in collision 
with a building in West 
Cromwell Road, W14. 

Officers were on the scene 
shortly after the collision oc¬ 
curred. The car was wedged 
between the side of the build¬ 
ing and steps leading to a 
basement. 

The London Ambulance 
Service and the London Fire 
Brigade (LFB) were called to 
the scene. 

Two men were able to free 
themselves from the trapped 
vehicle. Two other men were 
released from the car with the 
assistance of LFB. 

All four men - believed to 
be aged in their 20s - were 
taken to hospital. 

One of the men died at hos¬ 
pital later that morning. A post¬ 
mortem examination and 
formal identification will be 
arranged in due course. His 


next of kin have been in¬ 
formed. 

A second man remains in 
hospital in a critical condition. 

The other two other men 
have been arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the incident. Neither 
suffered serious injuries. 

As is routine in such cases, 
the Directorate of Professional 
Standards and the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
have been informed. 

At this early stage it is un¬ 
derstood that the car was seen 
by officers being driven at 
speed on Talgarth Road shortly 
before the collision. 

The police car followed the 
vehicle and signalled for it to 
stop, but it sped away out of 
sight of the officers. When next 
seen by the officers, it had 
been involved in the collision in 
West Cromwell Road. Enquires 
continue to establish the full 
circumstances. 

Anyone who witnessed the 
collision, or the moments lead¬ 
ing up to the incident, is asked 
to contact police via 101.

Mozambique visit to 
see how people are 
coping after cyclone

A volunteer will travel to 
Mozambique this month to 
make sure a disaster relief 
charity’s lifesaving work has 
been effective there. 

Richard Loat, from Stam¬ 
ford Brook, Hammersmith, 
will report back for Shelter- 
Box on the work it has done 
to help families after Cyclone 
Dineo hit in February, 
leaving 130,000 in need of 
food and shelter. 

A keen surfer and Iron 
Man long-distance runner, 
the dual nationality worker 
finds it easier to jog beside 
the Thames than ride a board 
in his home borough. 

But he will use all his en¬ 
ergy to help families hit by 
the first tropical cyclone to 
hit the coast of Mozambique 
for almost a decade. 

Seven people were killed, 
including a child crushed by 


a falling tree in Massinga. 

After the storm, Shelter- 
Box distributed its highly- 
portable shelter kits 
containing tarpaulins, tools 
and fixings. 

Richard has helped trau¬ 
matised families in Sudan, 
the Philippines, Serbia, Zim¬ 
babwe and Nepal since join¬ 
ing the charity in 2010. 

ShelterBox is an expert in 
emergency shelter, but also 
supplies basic rebuilding 
materials, water filtration, 
solar lighting, and kitchen 
equipment and blankets to 
make a tent into a home, 
however temporary. 

He said: “I think it’s going 
to be a really good trip. Very 
often the assumption is that 
ShelterBox response volun¬ 
teers are only banging up 
tents, but there’s an equal 
importance around the fol¬ 
low-up and making sure that 
the help we’ve given is the 
right help. 


“It’ll be my first monitor¬ 
ing and evaluation trip, but 
in that regard I’m definitely 
looking forward to growing 
as a volunteer. 

“I think the more deploy¬ 
ments I can get under my 
belt the better for Shelter- 
Box.” 

Richard has a passion for 
triathlons, particularly Iron 
Man races. 

He said: “When I’m not 
doing that I’m probably chas¬ 
ing down surf on a beach 
somewhere. 

“With a history as a serial 
social entrepreneur, right 
now I’m working with Comic 
Relief championing sport for 
development work across the 
globe. 

“I emigrated from Canada 
to London four years ago, 
and can often be found run¬ 
ning along the Thames from 
my home in Hammersmith.”

WE ARE HERE! 
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Hundreds march together against 
racism and hate on a day of unity

Hundreds of people marched 
against racism and hate 
crimes in Hammersmith on 
Sunday as part of Unity Day, 
the finale of Hammersmith 
and Fulham ArtsFest. 

Speaking ahead of the 
march, council leader Stephen 
Cowan said the event had be¬ 


come “more poignant” follow¬ 
ing recent terrorist attacks. 

Leading a minute’s silence 
to remember the victims of 
the London and Manchester 
attacks, Cllr Cowan told the 
march: “We will never let 
those who seek to divide us do 
so.” 

The march ended at Raven- 
scourt Park with speeches 
from politicians and cam¬ 
paigners, followed by live 


music and food from around 
the world Speakers included 
Lord Alf Dubs, who escaped 
Nazi Germany by the Kinder- 
transport and has campaigned 
for the UK to take in more un¬ 
accompanied child refugees. 

He praised Hammersmith 
and Fulham council for “lead¬ 
ing the way” in supporting 
child refugees and called for 
“unity in our community and 
country”. 


After the successful launch 
of Unity Day last year the 
council decided to make it an 
annual event. 

Last year’s march was or¬ 
ganised to celebrate diversity 
following a rise in reported 
hate crime in the wake of the 
EU Referendum, including an 
attack on Hammersmith’s Pol¬ 
ish Cultural Centre. 

Wiktor Moszczynski, of 
King Street’s Polish and Cul¬ 


tural Association, said: “In the 
first few months after the 
Brexit referendum the Polish 
community and many others 
suffered as the demons of 
racism were let lose. 

“But our community have 
rejected this. After the attack 
on Hammersmith’s Polish 
centre last year the reaction 
that everyone remembers is 
the flowers and gifts that came 
from the community express¬ 


ing solidarity.” 

With Brexit negotiations on 
the horizon he said the risk of 
EU citizens being used as 
“bargaining chips” made this 
year’s march just as 
significant. 

Meanwhile the flag of the 
European Union flew above 
Hammersmith Town Hall as a 
symbol of unity against the 
rise in reported hate crimes 
since the EU referendum.

E lections in Hammer¬ 
smith & Fulham are a 
straight Labour ver¬ 
sus Conservative fight as no 
other party has won any 
election in our borough for 
over 20 years - their share of 
the vote remaining consis¬ 
tently small. 

This was one of many fac¬ 
tors being considered by our 
borough residents in last 
week’s two local con¬ 
stituency general elections 
and two council by-elec¬ 
tions. 

But the stand-out local 
issue was the future of Char¬ 
ing Cross Hospital. 

In the Hammersmith con¬ 
stituency, Labour’s Andy 
Slaughter saw his majority 
treble to 18,651. In the 
Chelsea & Fulham con¬ 
stituency, the Conserva¬ 
tives’ Greg Hands had his 
majority cut in half to just 
8,188. 

In Avonmore & Brook 
Green, 2,795 people kindly 
put their trust in Labour’s 
David Morton, who won the 



council seat by a stonking 
946 votes. In Sands End, 
Labour’s Ann Rosenberg 
came very close to winning 
the safe Conservative seat - 
losing out to Jacqueline 
Borland by just 176 votes. 

Across the borough, a let¬ 
ter from government heath 
chiefs on the future of Char¬ 
ing Cross had been widely 
circulated by the Conserva¬ 
tives. They did that because 
they thought the letter 
would help them influence 
peoples’ votes. It is one of 
the most disingenuous and 
misleading documents I 
have ever seen a govern¬ 
ment body produce. It con¬ 
tained the line: “there have 
never been any plans to 
close Charing Cross 
Hospital”. That is simply 
not true. 

Those residents that 
chose to check the matter 
out for themselves quickly 
found that out that the plan 
for Charing Cross Hospital 
involves demolishing the 
current Charing Cross Hos¬ 


pital and selling off most of 
the site, replacing the cur¬ 
rent Charing Cross Hospital 
with a series of clinics on a 
site no more than 13 per cent 
the size of the current hospi¬ 
tal, re-branding these clinics 
as a “local hospital”, replac¬ 
ing the current A&E with an 
urgent care clinic and losing 
more than 300 and possibly 
all the acute care beds. 
These proposals are planned 
to be implemented after 2021. 

In fact, government health 
chiefs actually confirm that 
they intend to carry on with 
these proposals in their let¬ 
ter, but anyone new to the 
issue might have missed it 
as they only say “we do be¬ 
lieve health and care serv¬ 


ices need to continue to 
change along the lines set 
out in the service strategy 
for north-west London, 
agreed in 2013”. 

That “service strategy” 
they refer to is the contro¬ 
versial document called 
Shaping a Healthier Future 
(SaHF). 

Residents with internet 
access can see a summary of 
SaHF on the government’s 
own heath web site by visit¬ 
ing www.centrallondonccg.

Like the letter, the lan¬ 
guage should raise public 
concern. It is deliberately 
written to confuse any en¬ 


quiring member of the pub¬ 
lic about what is actually 
planned. For example, it 
states that “the existing nine 
hospitals will be trans¬ 
formed into five major acute 
hospitals”. In the case of 
Charing Cross Hospital, 
they use “transformed” to 
disguise the fact they intend 
to demolish it. 

They make no mention of 
their plan to sell off most of 
the Charing Cross Hospital 
site and replace the current 
hospital with a small clinic 
re-branded into a new thing 
called a “local hospital”. In¬ 
stead, they say: “On the re¬ 
maining sites there will be 
further investment in local 
hospitals at Ealing and 


Charing Cross”. 

In the past, these same 
health chiefs have spent vast 
amounts of public money 
hiring high-profile advertis¬ 
ing agencies and spin doc¬ 
tors to come up with this 
type of guff. That is no way 
to treat the public whose 
taxes pay their high salaries. 
People deserve to have gov¬ 
ernment be open with them 
and to be direct in telling it 
straight. They deserve noth¬ 
ing but. 

It was therefore deeply en¬ 
couraging that the electorate 
saw through what was hap¬ 
pening, and as well as every 
other issue they voted on, 
reaffirm their support for 
Charing Cross Hospital.

So for the past few months, 
what we thought was a fail¬ 
safe way of her taking tablets 
was not working. 

She had decided that she 
was only taking random 
tablets when she felt like it. 

I don’t know what to make 
of my mum’s behaviour hid¬ 
ing these tablets. 

Should I be pleased with 
her that she is taking a stand? 
That she’s decided she doesn’t 
want to be reliant on tablets 
for the rest of her life, like she 
has been her whole life up to 


now? Or should I be con¬ 
cerned my mother is not tak¬ 
ing her tablets and this is not 
good for her treatment? That 
she may get worse without 
them? 

Is this normal behaviour 
for someone in the early 
stages of dementia? 

I did tell my mum today. I 
tried to explain she has been 
diagnosed as being in the 
early stages of dementia. 

She replied it’s because she 
lives alone and she doesn’t 
have anybody to talk to so she 
is forgetting things. 

I responded she should 
come and live with me. 

“No,” was her abrupt reply. 

“I’ll move in with you 
then.” I wasn’t giving up. 

“What for?” was her reply. 

“There’s nothing wrong 
with me.” 

I said: “What about the 
warden-assisted flats for 
older Polish people in Bal- 
ham?” She would have loads 
of company then. 

“Definitely no.” Okay, that 
told me. 

After the visit to the doctor 
I took my mum to the chemist 
and made her hand back her 
stash of tablets. 

I felt I was treating her like 
one of my children. 

Or were her actions so 
childlike that I was using the 
same tone of voice and lan¬ 
guage as I would with my 
child? It is almost like start¬ 
ing to learn a new way of 
speaking, behaving, acting 
with a person. 

A person who has always 
been somebody who tells you 
what to do, who cared for you, 


that you looked up to. 

It all feels that things are 
starting to turn on their head, 
and I’m not sure how quickly 
things will change for the 
even worse. 

On arriving home in the af¬ 
ternoon I received one call 
after another about the drain 
situation, which I found just 
draining. 

I then found a bit of blood 
in Sparky’s poo, so I panicked 
and took him to the vet. 

I was then going out to 
meet a friend in London and I 
realised I didn’t have any de¬ 
cent comfortable shoes and 
ended up borrowing my son’s 
plimsolls. 

I set off for London town 
and it started pouring. My 
feet got soaked. 

I sat through a classical 
recital and was in direct view 
of everyone as my head 
bobbed up and down trying to 
stay awake. 

I dozed through the entire 
concert while sitting there 
with squelching shoes. 

I got home late only to sit at 
the computer and finish this 
before I go to bed. 

I let Sparky out for a last 
toilet break and yes, I knew it.

Three scientists are asking 
women to back life-saving re¬ 
search by signing up for 
Cancer Research UK’s Race 
for Life. 

Dr Ylenia Perone, Dr Silvia 
Ottaviani and Alison Harrod 
are researchers at Imperial 
College London. 

Dr Perone is a CRUK-funded 
clinical fellow in breast can¬ 
cer, Dr Silvia Ottaviani is a re¬ 
search associate in pancreatic 
cancer and Alison Harrod is a 
CRUK-funded PhD student in 
breast cancer. 

They want to highlight the 
crucial connection between 
taking part in an event and 
funding their work into the 
prevention, diagnosis and 
treatment of the disease. 

They want to inspire women 
to enter the Race for Life 5k, 
10k, Pretty Muddy and 
marathon events across Lon¬ 
don this summer by showing 
the difference they can make 
in the fight against cancer. 

Dr Perone, 31, from Ham¬ 
mersmith, who will be taking 
part in Pretty Muddy at 
Wormwood Scrubs on July 8, 
said: “I want to say a huge 
thank you to all the women 
who participate in Race for 
Life in London and to every¬ 
one who supports them. 

“There is a clear connection 
between all the mums, grans, 
daughters, sisters and friends 
who walk, jog or run their way 
around the events and the doc¬ 
tors, nurses and scientists in 
labs and hospitals, working on 
the front line against cancer. 

“Without them, our work 
simply wouldn’t be possible so 
we are very grateful for their 
support and commitment.” 

Dr Ottaviani’s personal ex¬ 


perience of cancer shaped her 
future. She lost one grandfa¬ 
ther to lung cancer before she 
was born and the other to pan¬ 
creatic cancer when she was 
six. 

When she was 10, she lost an 
uncle to laryngeal cancer in 
his mid-30s, leaving two young 
children. 

Dr Ottaviani, 33, from 
Bayswater, said: “It was an in¬ 
credibly hard time for my fam¬ 
ily and that experience shaped 
my future. I knew at the time I 
wanted to become a scientist 
and study this disease. 

“A few years ago my auntie 
was diagnosed with breast 
cancer. It was caught early 
and therefore she had a great 
chance to be free of the 
disease. 

“But because of her beliefs, 
she refused treatment and 
died. It was very sad and frus¬ 
trating because her death 
could have been prevented. It 
made me realise that commu¬ 
nication with patients and the 
general public is as important 
as the science we do.” 

Alison, 27, from Maryle- 
bone, who is taking part in the 
Hyde Park 5k Race for Life on 
July 23, said: “Research has 
the power to save lives. That’s 
why we need constant fund¬ 
ing.” 

Last year, the charity was 
able to spend over £129 million 
last year in London alone on 
some of the UK’s leading sci¬ 
entific and clinical research - 
helping more men, women 
and children survive 
cancer. 

Last year, 52,689 women 
took part in Race for Life in 
London and raised £3,839,394. 
This year, organisers need 
56,650 women and girls to help 
raise £4m.

My rabbit, Black Spot, is start¬ 
ing to act weirdly, every time I 
come and try to pick him up 
out of his cage, the way his old 
owner told me to, he leaps 
around scratching me and try¬ 
ing to tear my T-shirt. When 
my neighbour comes round 
and picks him up exactly the 
way I do, he does her no harm. 
Is this because of who is hold¬ 
ing him, and who he feels 
comfortable with? Is there 
something I can do to make 
him stop? 

You should watch the way 
your neighbour handles Black 
Spot and check that you are 
holding him in exactly the same 
way. Many rabbits don’t like to be 
picked up at all and prefer to be 
fussed when they are on the 
ground. If you need to pick him 
up, make sure his hind legs are 
supported. His behaviour could 
also be because he is scared of 
you. Always approach him quietly 
and calmly. Get him used to your 
company by giving him his 
favourite treats. When he’s confi¬ 
dent in your company, which may 
take days or weeks, he may let 
you gently stroke him and, even¬ 
tually once he trusts you, pick 
him up. 

I’ve been feeding my budgies 
with commercial food, but will 
they also need vitamin supple¬ 


ments? 

Many health problems seen in 
budgies are due to an inappropri¬ 
ate diet, so it’s important that 
they are fed properly. 

Complete, pelleted foods are 
recommended as they contain 
essential nutrients in the right 
amounts. But it’s a good idea to 
add a small amount of fresh veg¬ 
etables too, such as broccoli and 
grated carrot. Budgies can over¬ 
eat, so make sure you only give 
them the recommended amount 
of pellets. Remember that your 
budgie also needs fresh water so 
make sure you clean the water 
bottle regularly as well as the 
food dispenser. Any changes to 
your budgies’ diet should be 
made gradually as sudden 
changes can upset their digestive 
system. For more information on 
feeding budgies, please visit 
www.pdsa.org.uk/budgies. 


My two Jack Russell’s both 
really need their teeth 
cleaned, but it isn’t covered

I would advise discussing this 
with your vet as they can some¬ 
times offer a payment plan, such 
as paying by instalments. 

You could also check to see if 
you are eligible for PDSA’s help 
or possible assistance from other 
organisations, such as local char¬ 
ities.

Keeping your dog’s 
teeth clean will help to prevent 
the build-up of bacteria, which 
can lead to painful dental prob¬ 
lems and other diseases, if not 
treated. After your dogs’ teeth 
are nice and shiny, start to brush 
them regularly using an enzymat¬ 
ic pet toothpaste.

P eople of a certain 
age will know 
Anthony Head as 
the suave coffee 
drinking chap from 
the hugely success¬ 
ful Nescafe ads of the 1980s. 

Others will know him as 
the Prime Minister in Little 
Britain, David Whelan in 
Dominion and of course as 
Rupert Giles in Buffy The 
Vampire Slayer. 

But the London-born 
actor’s long and illustrious 
career also includes the 
stage, with stints at the RSC 
and the National, not to 
mention his West End turn 
as Frank N Furter in Rocky 
Horror. 

And it is the stage that is 
his current focus of atten¬ 
tion, thanks to a production 
of the critically acclaimed 
Love In Idleness, which has 
just transferred to the 
Apollo Theatre from the 
Menier Chocolate Factory. 


He tells me the play is 
actually an amalgamation 
of two - Terrence Rattigan’s 
original version, Less Than 
Kind and actor Alfred 
Lunts’ reworking of it - by 
director Sir Trevor Nunn. 

In it Anthony plays Sir 
John Fletcher, a tank expert 
in Churchill’s government 
during the latter stages of 
the Second World War. 

Sir John is separated 
from his much younger wife 
and is now happily living 
with Olivia Brown, a viva¬ 
cious and charismatic 
widow of two years stand¬ 
ing, played by Eve Best. It is 
clear the pair are besotted 
with each other. 

However, their idyllic set¬ 
up is disrupted and put in 
jeopardy when her fire¬ 
brand son Michael comes 
home from Canada from 
where he was evacuated a 
few years previously. 

A young socialist, 


Michael disapproves entire¬ 
ly of his mother’s relation¬ 
ship with Sir John, who he 
sees as representing every¬ 
one that is wrong with 
society. 

He sets about to destroy 
their relationship - forcing 
her to choose between her 
lover and son - and in so 
doing allows the play to 
explore the subjects of love, 
passion, politics, ideology 
and loyalty. 

Anthony and I chat short¬ 
ly before the country voted 
in the general election, and 
it is clear the role and 
indeed the play has proved 
to be a fascinating project 
for him to work on, not least 
given the current political 
climate. 

“The play is set in 1944 
and at a time when life had 
changed enormously 
because of the war,” he tells 
me. 

“For the first time things

looked as though they were 
going in our favour and 
that we were going to win 
the war. 

“At the same time there 
was a huge political change 
with the rise in socialism 
and of course after the war 
the country elected a 
Labour government which 
went on to create the wel¬ 
fare state and the NHS. 

“It’s much like today in 
many ways. We are in the 
midst of an election, there’s 
the whole issue of Brexit 
and it feels as though the 
political landscape is 
shifting. 

“Within the play we see 


how Olivia and Sir John 
enjoy their dinner parties 
and taking part in political 
discussions. It makes this 
production very current 
and relevant, so I hope 
audiences will enjoy it and 
be entertained but also 
think about the parallels.” 

But he insists it is not 
just a platform to discuss 
politics, citing the incredi¬ 
ble humour within the 
piece that has had audi¬ 
ences laughing loudly ever 
since it opened at the 
Menier. 

“What Trevor (Nunn) 
has done with the two plays 
is brilliant,” Anthony says 


warmly. 

“He’s got the best of both 
and written it really well. 
When I saw the script it 
was clear how extraordi¬ 
nary it was. 

“There are so many gen¬ 
res - it’s got themes of love 
and what it is to find love 
and keep it, as well as 
drama, Noel Coward-esque 
farce, real sadness, passion 
and political conscience - 
with clear and obvious ref¬ 
erences to Hamlet and ele¬ 
ments of Chekhov. It’s very 
clever. 

“There is also great char¬ 
acterisation. Sir John is an 
industrialist, a multi-mil- 
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lionaire and minister of 
tank production. It’s likely 
he is loosely based on Lord 
Beaverbrook, who was 
Churchill’s right hand man 
during the war. 

“He is separated but not 
divorced from his younger 
trophy wife, but has now 
found his soul mate in 
Olivia, so everything in his 
life is hunky dory - that is 
until Michael comes along. 

“Michael comes back 
from Canada, a socialist, 
with an expectation that 
his mother will be lonely 
but finds she is living in 
this nice house with me 
hanging around. He is petu¬ 


lant and annoying and sees 
me as a dreadful capitalist, 
someone who has seduced 
his poor, defenceless moth¬ 
er - so there is a huge head- 
on collision both 
culturally, politically and 
emotionally. 

“Sir John comes across 
initially as quiet and mod¬ 
est, but he’s got a steely 
determination and is really 
a schemer just like 
Michael, and is more than a 
match for him. You see how 
underhand he is at the end 
- though he does what he 
does with the very best of 
intentions. 

“It’s a really meaty piece 


and it’s been such a joy to 
be part of. In fact it was a no 
brainer - when you get a 
call from Sir Trevor Nunn 
and find out Eve Best is on 
board, I couldn’t wait to get 
to rehearsals.” 

He adds joking that his 
enthusiasm was tempered 
somewhat when he realised 
that they only had four 
rather than six weeks’ 
rehearsal before opening at 
the Menier. 

But he needn’t have wor¬ 
ried because the reception 
it got secured it a West End 
transfer which he describes 
as “wonderful”. 

“Audiences seem to have 


found more life in it and 
have laughed more raucous¬ 
ly,” he laughs. 

He also chuckles as he 
tells me he now regards 
himself as something of an 
“expert in tanks” thanks to 
the research he did for the 
role, and recommends a 
visit to the Cabinet War 
Rooms for anyone interest¬ 
ed in the history. 

“Churchill was an 
extraordinary man, and the 
Cabinet War Rooms is an 
incredible place,” he says. 

“Trevor did a lot of 
research and got Pathe 
news footage from that peri¬ 
od which is cleverly project¬ 
ed on to the stage at various 
intervals. 

“It shows images from the 
war as well as afterwards 
such as when Labour was 
elected and the subsequent 
creation of the NHS and 
welfare state - something 
that is now so current for us 
all.” 


Although he’s clearly fas¬ 
cinated by politics, it’s act¬ 
ing that has always been in 
his blood. However, given 
his illustrious career it 
comes as a surprise that 
Anthony undertook acting 
lessons when he moved to 
LA just before landing his 
role in Buffy. 

He credits his partner 
Sarah with the idea and 
says it was “absolutely the 
right thing to do”. 

“I acknowledge the fact 
I’ve been hugely fortunate,” 
he says warmly about his 
longevity in what is a noto¬ 
riously tricky business. 

“Sarah encouraged me to 
go to America to work, and 
when I rang her up after 
two months of being out 
there she told me to go and 
get on with it and go and get 
acting classes. 

“It led to my first job out 
there and then Buffy, which 
in turn led to Little Britain 
and Dr Who, all of which 


were very different roles. 

“The bottom line is it’s 
hard work trying to make 
sure you are not pigeon¬ 
holed though. 

“However, Giles in Buffy 
was a wonderful step as I’d 
always been a young 
romantic lead and he was a 
real character role. 

“It gave me an ‘in’ to a 
completely new world. I 
knew it was going to be 
good because the writing 
was so brilliant but I don’t 
think any of us realised how 
huge it would be. We had a 
great time with it.” 

And he says he’d do the 
coffee ad again. “It changed 
my life - and the face of 
advertising - so yes, I’ve 
been very lucky.”

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hen a colleague 
contacted me 
and suggested 
we meet up for 
lunch in west 
London, one 
place that immediately came 
to mind was a restaurant I 
had visited a few years back 
and described at the time as 
‘Chiswick’s buzzing modern 
bistro’. 

Now, while Chiswick has a 
plethora of fine eating estab¬ 
lishments to choose from, 
Charlotte’s Bistro seemed 
just the place to re-visit for a 
long-awaited catch-up with a 
fellow foodie, who knows a 
thing or two about a good 
lunch. 

The Bistro is situated just 
a few strides off the High 
Road and yards from Turn- 
ham Green Tube station and 
is part of the small Char¬ 
lotte’s family, which also in¬ 
cludes two popular 
establishments in nearby 
Ealing. 

The restaurant is fronted 
by a cosy bar area, strong on 
cocktails and gins, which 
flows through to a long nar¬ 
row glazed dining area. 

There are comfortable 
leather seats down either- 
side and plenty of light 
streaming through. 


The design, however, is 
fairly bland and would bene¬ 
fit from a splash of colour 
here and there and some 
stand-out features to create a 
more interesting atmosphere 
that matches the colourful 
cooking. 

The modern menu has 
some inventive touches and 
imaginative flavour combi¬ 
nations with a good seasonal 
choice of ingredients on 
offer. 

Vibrant, chilled, crushed 
tomato soup with feta and 
black olives was bursting 
with flavour and colour and 
truly brought the taste of the 
Mediterranean alive. 

It also proved the perfect 
pick-me-up for my dining 
companion, Hannah, who 
was still suffering the effects 
of rather over indulging the 
previous night. 

My mackerel tartare was 
clean and fresh and stonking 
dollops of oyster mayonnaise 
worked wonderfully well and 
pulled the dish together, 
while a seaweed cracker 
added texture and interest. 

Fish was the order the day 
and gleaming white flaky 
roasted cod was perfectly de¬ 
livered sitting in harmony 
with well-matched chorizo, 
black rice and delicious fen¬ 


nel for a skilful well-seasoned 
plate of food. 

Hannah declared her 
mains of crispy skin pan 
fried Shetland salmon “sim¬ 
ply perfect and tasty”, with 
accompaniments of crushed 
Jersey royals and asparagus 
adding to a seasonal dish full 
of fresh flavours. 

And the best was saved to 
last with my desert of 
scrumptious iced lemon par- 
fait, marinated strawberries, 
strawberry sorbet and crum¬ 
ble, an enticing summer sen¬ 
sation of flavours that left me 
licking my lips with delight. 

Hannah wrapped up with a 
well-thought-out array of 
cheeses - which included 
particularly tasty Cashel 
Blue, Montgomery Cheddar 
and Tor goat’s - presented 
nicely with pickled pear and 
homemade crackers. 

There is a heavily-focused 
European wine list, with a 
decent selection available by 
the glass, and with lunch 
coming in at £24.50 each for 
three courses the Bistro was 
the perfect choice for a good 
natter with a colleague over 
some well-delivered and re¬ 
fined cooking.

A wide range of insurance op¬ 
tions - some compulsory 
and others advisable - are 
available to landlords let¬ 
ting a property in the UK. 

Allison Thompson, managing di¬ 
rector at property specialist Leaders, 
has had her say on cover available 
and urged landlords to protect them¬ 
selves. 

“Unfortunately, there is always 
the possibility of something going 
wrong and a landlord being left out 
of pocket, even with the most com¬ 
mitted and reliable tenant in place, 
so adequate insurance is a must,” 
she explains. 

“By selecting the right products 
landlords can cover themselves 
against most eventualities, ensuring 
ultimate peace of mind.” 

Allison has identified six popular 
types of insurance that every land¬ 
lord should consider: 

The first is buildings insurance. 
This is widely considered to be the 
most important type of cover and a 
priority for all landlords. 

Mortgage lenders are likely to in¬ 
sist on a landlord holding a policy - 
and even those without a mortgage 
are advised to cover themselves. 

A good policy will cover the cost of 
rebuilding or repairing a property 
should it be affected by issues such 


as storms, floods, vandalism, fire, 
damage to water or heating systems, 
subsidence, falling trees and much 
more. 

Your policy will also cover loss of 
rent, but only in the case of an in¬ 
sured peril, such as a fire or flood. 

Buildings insurance will, in many 
cases, cover malicious damage by 
tenants, providing a further benefit 
to landlords. 

The second is contents insurance, 
which is just as important as build¬ 
ings insurance, particularly if a 
property is let fully or part-fur¬ 
nished. 

This insurance protects all con¬ 
tents - such as furniture, sofas, tele¬ 
visions, carpets and other 
possessions - against theft or dam¬ 
age. 

One tip is to ensure a policy offers 
a ‘new for old’ term, meaning land¬ 
lords can replace existing items that 
are damaged or stolen with brand 
new versions. Landlords do not need 
to insure their tenant’s belongings, 
so should only purchase cover for 
their own items. 

The third is landlord liability in¬ 
surance. This crucial policy covers 
landlords in the event of somebody 
being injured or killed while on their 
property. 

It also protects landlords against 
any tenant who opts to sue following 


an accident. Those who let to stu¬ 
dents may find this type of cover is a 
requirement of their university, 
while local authorities often stipu¬ 


late a minimum level when letting to 
applicants on housing benefit. 

Landlord liability insurance is 
sometimes offered as part of another 


landlord policy, but if it is not it is 
well worth taking out. 

Fourth is rent guarantee insur¬ 
ance. Even tenants who tick every 
box during the application stage can 
go on to default on their rent. 

A change of circumstances - such 
as the loss of a job - is sometimes all 
it takes. 

But landlords with a rent guaran¬ 
tee plan in place - such as Leaders’ 
Premier Rent Guarantee Service - 
will still receive their monthly pay¬ 
ments, typically up to a maximum 
amount for an agreed period. 

Fifth is home emergency insur¬ 
ance. 

Landlords are unlikely to want to 
have to respond to every incident in 
a property, so instructing a quality 
letting agents to manage their ten¬ 
anted home and investing in home 
emergency insurance is a wise 
move. 

Home emergency insurance cov¬ 
ers the cost of arranging repairs in 
the event of, for example, a burst 
pipe, gas leak, burglary or pest in¬ 
festation. It guarantees a qualified 
tradesman will be available to re¬ 
solve emergencies 24 hours a day, 
365 days a year.

Arsenal are in 


for dumped 
by text Costa 


Diego Costa could be going to Arsenal in sensational switch to the north London rivals

Diego Costa, who was told his 
Chelsea career was over by a text 
message from head coach Antonio 
Conte could be heading to north 
London to join arch rivals Arsenal in 
a sensational move that will rock the 
Premier League. 

Arsenal are desperate for a quality 
hit man as Alexis Sanchez is ex¬ 
pected to exit the Emirates for 
Manchester City or Bayern Munich 
next month, and Chelsea want to get 
£200,000 a week Costa off the wage 
bill as they prepare to formally open 
talks with Everton for the services of 
Romelu Lukaku. 

Costa revealed last week that he 
not longer has a Chelsea future after 
an extraordinary text message was 
sent to the Spain forward by Conte. 

The Italian sent all his players a 
message thanking them for a great 
season and wishing them a good 
holiday, before, in Costa’s case, being 
told “you are not in my plans.” 

Conte made great play last season 
that he was creating a ‘family’ where 
everyone from tea lady to top 
striker’s were equally important. 

So it was a revelation that top 
scorer Costa was told in such a 
disrespectful way to pack his bags 
and don’t come back. 

But getting rid of the Brazil-born 
striker may be difficult due to his 
wage demands - very few sides in 
Europe would be prepared to pay 
that price, hence the extraordinary 
move to Arsenal. 

It was believed that he would 
return to Atletico Madrid, from who 
the Blues signed him for £32million 
in July 2014. 

He confirmed that he would not go 
to China as he now wants to focus on 
playing for Spain in next year’s 
World Cup and a move to the Far 
East would almost certainly have 
ended his international career. 

He played and scored the winner 
in Spain’s 2-1 World Cup qualifier in 


Macedonia on Sunday. 

New regulations in China would 
almost certainly have scuppered that 
move anyhow, and Costa said 
that he would only leave SW6 for 
Atletico Madrid. 

But the Spanish side are subject to 
a transfer ban until January. Conte 
would not want the potential for 
Costa to disrupt the dressing room if 
he stayed until January - preferring 
to get rid now of the striker with 
whom he also had a training ground 
bust-up with in January. 

A bid of £40million from Arsenal 
will secure the signature of Costa. 

The Blues revolution will see 
former Chelsea strainer, Belgium 
hitman Lukaku return to Stamford 
Bridge and take Costa’s place in the 
Chelsea starting line-up. 

The Premier League winners have 
been after Lukaku for almost 18 
months. Relations between the two 
clubs soured last season as the west 
Londoners were preparing a 
£50million offer for the player 
they sold to Everton, in 2014 
for £28million. 

The Toffeemen were not pleased 
by the way Chelsea went about their 
business, but are now resigned to 
losing their top scorer, with Chelsea 
in pole position to pay the cash. 

Lukaku was pictured in a firm 
embrace with Chelsea director of 
football Michael Emenalo in the 
tunnel after the two sides played at 
Goodison Park last season. The 
suggestion was that Emenalo, who 
brought Lukaku to Chelsea from 
Anderlecht in 2011 for £18million, 
was cementing what was always 
seen, as good relations between 
the two men. 

Meanwhile Chelsea are close to 
signing two midfielders as they seek 
to embark on the defence of their 
league title and having a serious tilt 
at the Champions League. 

A defensive and creative 
midfielder are in the frame in the 
form of Monaco’s Tiemoue Bakayoko 
and James Rodriguez. 

The 22-year-old Bakayoko will fly 
to London for a medical this 
week and a £35million transfer has 
been agreed. 

That will mean the end of the road 
for Nemanja Matic, who could rejoin 


manager Jose Mourinho at 
Manchester United. 

The second midfielder is Real 
Madrid’s James Rodriguez, who 
has fallen down the pecking order 
at the home of the current 
European champions. 

The Colombian will make way at 
the Bernabeu for another Monaco 
player Kylian MBappe. 

Rodriguez, more commonality 
known by just as James, is worried 
that his international place is at risk 
from the lack of game time at Real 
Madrid. The 26 year old was not even 
in the squad for the Champions 
League final victory over Juventus 
last month. 

His international boss Jose 
Pekerman, made it clear he was 
unhappy about the situation. 

He said: “James knows full well 
that he has had a tough year, but I 
saw a big improvement in him. He 
had some difficult moments, but had 
the strength of character to face up to 
them in the knowledge of how de¬ 
manding a club like Real Madrid is, 
they’re the European champions. 

“James played well in various 
matches. About the number of 
minutes he played, it’s a subject that 
depends on the decisions of the 
coach, and they can’t be questioned 
because only the coach knows 
whether rotations are necessary. 

“Real Madrid is the club that 
James always dreamed about, he has 
won titles there, and he has 


contributed as much as he could. 

“That said, it seems to me that he 
has not had the support to make him 
feel happy. 

“At the moment he has to work out 
which possibilities are the best for 
him and the club. It’ll be a joint 
decision. James is an exceptional 
player, there are few like him in the 
world, and he is key for Colombia. 

He feels happy with the national 
team, and he’s keen to triumph. He 
has plenty of time to do so.” 

• Gary Cahill failed to get the 
England captaincy he deserved for 
the World Cup qualifier against 
Scotland, but that did not get him 
down as the Three Lions salvaged a 
late 2-2 draw at Hampden Park on 
Saturday to remain top of their group. 

• Meanwhile Chelsea has two new 
world champions. 

Jake Clarke-Salter and Fikayo 
Tomori lifted the Under-20 World 
Cup on Sunday morning as the 
centre-back pairing starred in the 1-0 
win, in the final against Venezuela in 
South Korea. 

To go along with that 
extraordinary achievement five 
Chelsea kids were part of the 
England set-up that retained the 
Toulon Tournament in France 
against the Ivory Coast. 

Josh Grant and Reece James 
started in defence while Ike 
Ugbo and Tariq Uwakwe coming 
on as substitutes. Martell Taylor- 
Crossdale was an unused substitute.
